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PREFACE 


The various issues of the Manual and its Supplements are 
noted on pages 1001, 1097, 1201, 1298, and 1380. Purchasers 
may now obtain the Manwal and the first three Supplements 
bound in one volume; and any of the Supplements separately 
bound, except the First and the Second. 

It is pleasant to find in the extent of the sales, and in the 
many generous direct acknowledgments of indebtedness, evi- 
dences of the steadily increasing service rendered by the work. 
The users of the books will join with me in appreciation of the 
provisions made by the Connecticut Academy of Arts and 
Sciences for the publication and the maintenance of each of the 
parts as soon as it has been completed. None but myself can 
realize the gracious codperation of Dr. George F. Eaton, the 
Secretary of the Academy, as the several issues have been 


passing through the press. 


This Fifth Supplement endeavors to indicate such errors and 
omissions as have been noticed since the publication of the 
Fourth Supplement; to add to the Bibliographical Notes indi- 
cations of the new publications issued between June, 1929, and 
July, 1932; and to supply for the Text the additions and 
modifications necessitated by these publications. It is to be 
assumed that some items of the later part of the period covered 
have escaped attention. 

The devices and the arrangement employed in the former 
volumes have been adhered to in this Fifth Supplement. Care- 
ful attention should be given to the explanations at the head 
of the Text, the Bibliographical Notes, and the Index, of this 
book. 

All topics are arranged in the order of the paging of the 
Manual. At the left of each topic-head in the Text and the 
Notes of this Fifth Supplement, is indicated the page of the 
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Manual on which the topic is discussed or is to be inserted. 
In each case where the topic appeared first in one of the 
Supplements, the number of the page of the Supplement on 
which the discussion first appears is entered in parentheses 
next after the number of the page of the Manual on which the 
discussion is to be inserted. So the reader may find directly the 
material on a given topic in this Fifth Supplement by turning 
in the Text and the Notes to the left-hand marginal number 
corresponding to the number of the page in question in the 
Manual. Items treated in this Fifth Supplement alone may be 
found by use of the Index on pages 1427 ff. 

To those who have communicated to me corrections and 
additions for the work I am warmly grateful. If more would 
so assist me, my labors would be greatly lightened. Again I 
ask that those interested in the period up to 1500 send me 
notices of their writings and reprints of their articles, particu- 
larly of those that appear in less accessible publications. 

The work on the fifteenth century including Middle Scots 
is advancing. As is true of the Manual and its Supplements, 
the accumulation and the preparation of this matter have been 
carried on single-handed and without financial assistance. It 
is hoped that in the near future substantial provision will 
be obtained to make possible an earlier completion of The 
Fifteenth-Century Writings in English.

The following pages contain additions and corrections for 
the Text of the Manual and the four Supplements already 
published, and also changes of statement necessitated by studies 
and editions printed or become accessible since June, 1929. A 
few points of new knowledge not admissible into the classes of 
general statement to which the Text of the Manual is restricted, 
are omitted here; the Bibliographical Notes (infra, pages 
1377 ff.) indicate all such matter. 

A number at the left of a paragraph or of a topic-head indi- 
cates the page of the Manwal on which the topic is discussed, or 
is to be inserted. An accompanying number in parentheses 
indicates the page of a Supplement (First, Second, Third, or 
Fourth) on which the item is considered. The words ‘above’ 
and ‘below’ refer to this Fifth Supplement. 


CHAPTER I—ROMANCES 


8 KING HORN [1]. Starting from recollections of the 
use of ‘prud as King Whurn’ in the neighborhood of Jedburgh, 
Oliver identifies ‘Suddene’ as Southdean, formerly called 
‘Sud’n’, a large district in the mouth of the Carter Pass of the 
Cheviot Hills; ‘Westernesse’, as the Mull of Galloway; Modi’s 
kingdom of ‘Reynes’, as the Rhinns of Galloway, a few miles 
south of the Mull; and ‘Lions’ in the French, as perhaps 
Carlisle. He finds the incidents and the details of the action 
of King Horn to fit this geographical setting and the physical 
conditions there, and the names of the personages (as Aylmar, 
Rymenild, and Murry) to accord with this geographical 


location. 
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19 WILLIAM OF PALERNE [12]. Oakden judges the 
original a little more northern than Miss Serjeantson (see page 
1259), and thinks unlikely common authorship with the 
Alliterative Alexander Fragments. 


30 GEOFFREY OF MONMOUTH [17]. Opposing 
Gerould, Faral maintains that Geoffrey wrote not to glorify 
the Normans but the Welsh, particularly the Armoricans; and 
he believes few Celtic elements can be indicated with certainty 
in the Historia. 


36 MORTE ARTHURE [21]. Oakden finds the lan- 
guage North Midland and Northern, the Midland forms due to 
a Midland scribe or author, and opposes common authorship 
with the Wars of Alexander or the Destruction of Troy. 


54 SIR GAWAYNE AND THE GRENE KNIGHT [381]. . 
Oakden proposes that the poem was written for local people in 
the local North-West Midland (area of South Lancashire and 
North-West Derby), perhaps by command as an occasional 
piece, by the author of Erkenwald, Pearl, Purity, and Patience, 
who was connected with John of Gaunt’s household and the 
castle of Clitheroe near the Ribble. See pages 310 [41], below, 
and 578 [1], below.—On John de Erghome as author, see page 
578 [1], below.—Miss Buchanan has emphasized the indebted- 


ness of the poem to Irish tradition. 


59 SYRE GAWENE AND THE CARLE OF CARE- 
LYLE, and THE CARLE OFF CARLILE [34]-[35]. Miss 


Buchanan has studied the Irish elements in these pieces. 


61 THE AWNTYRS OFF ARTHURE [36]. -Oakden 


assigns this to the North near Carlisle or at least Cumberland. 


63 GOLAGRUS AND GAWAIN [87]. Ketrick argues 
that the poem was scarcely composed before 1440, and that the 
author used a French prose version of the Perceval Continua- 
tion varying slightly from the 1530 prose print. 
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65 YWAIN AND GAWAIN [389]. The costume leads 
Eagleson to assign the poem to the reign of Edward III. 


84 THE SOWDONE OF BABYLONE [49]. Smyser 
had presented features of the poet’s procedure in handling the 
story, and has shown between the Sowdone and the French 
Destruction of Rome, and Fierabras of MS. Egerton 3028 ff. 
64-118 v close parallels in general make-up and in details of 
expression due to a common version younger than the original 
Destruction, and Fierabras which he has endeavored to 


reconstruct. 


94 THE TAILL OF RAUF COIL3EAR [58]. Smyser 
concludes that the author was a member of the middle class who 
probably lived in the south of Scotland and probably wrote the 
poem in the 1460’s; that agreement in particulars shows direct 
dependence on John the Reeve for the chance-encounter with 
the king material; that the form of the courtesy-lesson is from 
a lost folk-tale of the Continental type (the guest perhaps being 
Charlemagne), two Italian Canzoni of the Gawain cycle and 
Golagrus and Gawain offering the best parallels to Rauf; and 
that the imitation of the stereotyped combats of the chansons 
de geste is likely to be from acquaintance with the Continental 
Otuel and Fierabras. 


102 THE ALLITERATIVE ALEXANDER FRAG- 
MENTS [66]. Oakden assigns A and B to the Central West 
Midland and the same author, probably not the writer of 
William of Palerne. He locates C (the Wars) in the North- 
West Midland, and finds metrical evidence against common 
authorship with the Destruction of Troy and Morte Arthure. 


106 THE DUBLIN EPITOME [70a], styled by Skeat 
The Story of Alexander, is an apparently unstudied epitome in 
MS. Trinity College Dublin D, 4, 12 (near end of 15th cent.). 


108 THE GEST HISTORIALE OF THE DESTRUC- 
TION OF TROY [72]. Oakden judges this to be originally 
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North-West Midland copied by a Northern scribe, and the 
metrical evidence to be adverse to common authorship with the 
Wars of Alexander. 


108 THE SEEGE OF TROYE [73]. Miss Barnicle 
judges this poem North-West Midland, 1300-1325; Hibler, 
Central or North Warwickshire, 1340-1370.

234 ‘BY GRANTING CHARTERS OF PEACE’ [38a] 
opens a single stanza aabecb, apparently by an Anglo-Irish 
writer, in the Book of Howth, under the heading ‘Albus Liber 
Scac. Dublin’. Davys declared the hand to be ‘as ancient as 
the time of King Edward III.’ The lines lament the undoing 
of the land through unwise government grants, improper prac- 
tices regarding children, and the adoption of the Irish for the 
English language.

Hulbert has showed indications that the alliterative revival was 
fostered by the baronial opposition to the king, pointing out 
possible relations of the Bohuns and Beauchamps therewith. 


244 THE VISION CONCERNING PIERS PLOWMAN 
[51]. Chambers and Grattan have resumed publication of 
their valuable studies of the MSS. They have printed a list of 
the MSS. and their locations in January, 1931; MSS. Phillips 
8252 and 8231 are in the Huntington Library at San Marino, 
California, which has also a MS. not known before 1924. They 
conclude that B used as basis a MS. of A much better than any 
A-MS. extant, and quite independent of the different groups 
into which the extant A-MSS. fall; that the text of A cannot 
be fixed without reference to B, or B without reference to C; 
and that C used an extremely good MS. of the B-text, though 
no reviser (poet or editor) ‘ever dealt more recklessly’ with his 
original. ‘They present principles and cautions regarding the 
editing of a text from a large number of MSS., and criticism 
of Skeat’s texts and collations. They repeat the judgment 
that Miss Gdrnemann’s general conclusions (see page 1055) are 
vitiated by being based on descriptions of the MSS., not on the 
MSS. themselves. Miss Day’s studies of the alliteration (see 
page 1056) they judge to suffer from over-differentiation of 
authorship founded on defective conclusions due to use of too 
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small a portion of text as basis. From a farther investigation 
of the MSS. they find no confirmation of Miss Day’s conclusions 
(see page 1264) as to revision of the texts, and urge that 
everything tells against those conclusions. 

Haselden argues that the fragment (item 2) in MS. Ashburn- 
ham CX XX, now Huntington MS. 128, was originally a part 
of the full text (item 4) in that MS. 

Cargill would date the A-text just before June, 1376, and 
would identify the leading figures of those passus with promi- 
nent personages of the time. Bright and Hall believe parallels 
in the B-text to indicate that after writing the A-text Langland 
came to know the MS. with Latin and English proverbs in the 
Rylands Library (see page 382 [11b], below). Bright holds 
that the poem is ‘a great.autobiography’ by a single author, 
whose variant treatments of the Deadly Sins shift from text 
to text with the shift of degree of emphasis on his own experi- 
ences. Troyer presents the variants in the réle of Piers Plow- — 
man in the poem. Coghill points out instances where the B 
reviser understood A’s ideas well and gave them added effect 
by improvement of their expression. Miss Cornelius notes 
parallels with the Roman de Fawvel.

Wichgraf dates the English before 
1400, Schleich in the reign of Richard II, between 1377 and 
1399, about contemporary with the French version (MS. Har- 
ley 4386; 15th cent.) which is dated 1389 and is twice the 
length of the English. 
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The piece combines allegory, vision, and dialogue between Master 
and Disciple. In a lengthy prologue to his most worshipful lady 
and dearest spiritual daughter who has set him the task, the English 
writer, her chapelyn, details his purpose and methods in drawing his 
treatises from the Latin. The name Orologe of Wisdom was 
assigned because the author in a vision of a wondrous Orloge 
learned in dialogue from Christ, who is the Everlasting Wisdom, 
the seven points of His love. The rendering from the Latin 
follows. A prologue presents the author’s labors toward Wisdom, 
and his vision of the fair round tower in which are two mansions— 
the one of these, the abode of the natural sciences, he finally leaves 
with disgust, to find in the second Jesus, the sovreign Master of ever- 
lasting wisdom. From him in dialogue he is instructed in the seven 
points of Love: 1. The name and nature of Wisdom, and how to 
abide in it through good and ill; 2. the passion of Christ, and how 
to respond to it; 8. the suffering of Christ for man, and how to 
suffer for Him; 4. how to maintain true spiritual living, and to 
eschew the contrary; 5. how to learn how to die, and to desire to 
die for Jesus; 6. the sacrament of Christ’s body, and how to partake 
in it; 7. how to be wedded with God through love and worship, 
and to become His true disciple. 


Schleich rejects authorship by Hilton. He points out close 
parallels of parts with the Macro play Wisdom, and of prayers 
in Seuene Poyntes and Nicholas Love’s Mirrour of the Blessed 
Lyf of Iesu Crist (see page 3859 [29]).

2-26 v contains an alphabetical 
collection of English and Latin proverbs, and at ff. 27-28 v a 
miscellaneous group of riddles and word puzzles. The English 
items are sometimes prose, sometimes couplets, each followed by 
from one to seven Latin verse equivalents. Some Latin items 
are without English equivalents. References to the great 
storm of 1362 and to the execution of the Despensers in 1326, 
have been noted. The word forms are said to be of the middle 
fifteenth century. It has been suggested that the author of 
Piers Plowman used this MS. (see page 244 [51], above). 


382 THE PROVERBS OF SALAMON [llc], ‘Wast 
bryngyth a kyngdome in nede,’ 90 stanzas abababab, is in MSS. 
Cbg. Univ. Libr. Ff II 38 f. 10 r, and Magdalene Coll. Chg. 

A working over of the 
piece with many additions is ‘A louely song of Wysdome’ in 
MS. Br. Mus. Addit. 31042 f. 120 r (15th cent.). These sen- 
tentious monitions are concerned throughout with political and 
economic conditions and behavior of a people in a kingdom in 
confusion. So they ally the verses with the complaints on 
contemporary conditions (see Chapter IV), and, as do the lin- 
guistic features, they point to the end of the fourteenth or the 
beginning of the fifteenth century.

The form is largely dialogue, the participants being Love, Virtue, 
Reason, Holy Church, et al. In a prologue marked by a tender and 
devout humility, the English translator outlines his purpose and 
attitude, and shows his need to introduce glosses each of which he 
precedes with ‘M.’, the first letter of his name, and ends with ‘N.’, 
the first of his surname. Then follow the prologue from the French, 
and the Mirror rather arbitrarily divided into twenty Distinctiones 
or Divisions, in MS. Bodley subdivided into chapters each of which 
has attached a late fifteenth-century analysis.

It is a stanza ababacacddede, the whole or a part of a lover’s 
lament over his evil state since he has lost his lady. 


491 ‘VID WORD & WRID IC WARNE PE, SIRE ODE’ 
[7a], fourteen verses in two stanzas in MS. Trinity College 
Cbg. B, 14, 89 f. 19 r (823; 183th cent.), concerns the legend 
of the sinful Odo or Udo, Archbishop of Magdeburg, who is 
warned to distribute his goods, confess his wrongdoings, pay 
his debts, etc., for three mights hereafter he shall assuredly 
come to judgment. On f. 25 r of the MS. are four other verses, 
‘Bisette bine ponevis, sire eode’, concerned with the story. 


493 ‘SAY ME, VIIT IN PE BROM’ [lla], six verses 
aabedd in MS.

It consists of six 
stanzas of seven-stress verses aaaabb, the fourth feet of the a 
verses riming with one another, and the first half of the fifth 
verse being the ‘With an O and an I’ refrain (see page 236 
[42]). Lying under a linden, the poet heard a harping on a 
hill, a singer of wonderful gifts vainly trying to express the 
sorrow and the dark mystery of the Crucifixion—of X (Christ), 
M (Mary), I (John), and C (the Cross). The abrupt opening 
and the exceptional nature of the features of the chanson 
daventure frame, the apparently unique use of the symbolic 
initials, the conjunction of the ‘With an O and an I’ refrain, 
and the general tone of the whole, give the lyrie peculiar dis- 


tinction.

Brown, who has made the poem known, points out that the 
MSS. associations are appropriate for authorship by Rolle, 
and shows in the piece reflections of mood and manner, features 
of diction, verbal combinations, and details of metrical practice, 
that are characteristic of the lyrics certainly to be assigned to 
Rolle. 
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5381 ‘FUL FEIR FLOUR IS PE LILIE’ [183a], twenty 
short couplets to the Virgin, is in MS. Trinity College Cbg. B, 
14, 39 f. 25 v (3828; 13th cent.). With the allegory of the 
lily with five leaves compare ‘Marie mayden, moder mylde’ and 
the Quatrefoil of Love (see pages 512, 372).

CHAPTER XIV—DRAMATIC PIECES 


5389 2. Cargill has endeavored to dispose of the liturgi- 
cal origin of the religious drama, opposes the theory of growth 
of the cycles, and favors authorship by individuals who were 
professional playwrights and entertainers.

546 THE CHESTER PLAYS [5]. On the basis of the 
Antichrist Greg judges MS. Hg and the parent of B, D, W, F.h, 
to be from a common source, H representing a tradition of 
the parent of B, D, W, F, h, earlier and more original than the 
tradition represented by B, D, W, F, h. Dustoor’s study of 
the text of the Abraham leads him to agree with Greg in all 
essentials, and to trace a contact between the originals of the 
Chester MSS. and an original of the Brome Abraham not after 
1400 or before 1350. Wilson urges that in six of the seven 
plays exhibiting unmistakable influence of the Stanzaic Life of 
Christ that Life was used only for embellishment of older plays 
as rewritten here, and suggests that the same relationship holds 
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throughout this cycle. He sees here evidence that the funda- 
mental and organic sources of mystery plays are to be found in 
other plays. 


551 THE YORK PLAYS [6]. Cargill opposes the idea 
of a lost parent cycle. Cady has opposed Miss Lyle’s theory 
that the York, Towneley, and Coventry cycles represent only 
one growth from the same source, and holds that they are three 
entirely distinct growths from one liturgical source. Miss 
Carey holds that the York and Towneley Cain and Abel plays 
represent wide revisions of the original forms; that the Towne- 
ley play was rewritten by the Wakefield author; and that a 
late fifteenth- or early sixteenth-century author partly filled in 
the gap caused by the loss of two sheets of the York play, vv. 
73-98. Miss Rogers’ study of the speakers’ parts leads her to 
conclude that the Towneley Pharao was revised from the York 
play or from the parent play of the two. Miss MacKinnon 
urges that in structure the cycle has a similarity to the 
chronicle plays; that the cycle as a whole, not the individual 
pageants, should be regarded as the dramatic unit; that the 
pageants treating a given situation are integrated and the 
situations are closely related to each other and the scheme of 


the cycle. 


555 THE TOWNELEY PLAYS [7]. On the Pharao 
and on the growth of the cycle, see Cady and Rogers, under 
page 551 [6], above. Cargill sees as much evidence for a 
single compiler as for a growth of the cycle, and favors author- 
ship by a professional playwright and entertainer, perhaps 
Pilkington. Miss Carey assigns to the Wakefield author Plays 
TET hy XVI; XX sts. 1-6, 97-102, X XT, XXIT 
sts. 1-27, 49, X XIII sts. 2, 57, possibly 49-69, X XIV sts. 1-5, 
56-60, Prest, X XVII sts. 4, 30, X XIX sts. 16, 57, 58, XXX 
sts. 16-48, 68-76; compares the Wakefield author’s work with 
the other treatments of or parallels with the materials; and 
opposes Cargill’s assignment of the Secunda Pastorum to 
Pilkington or the author of the T'wrnament of Totenham or of 
the Northern Passion (see page 1282 [7]).

568 THE BROME ABRAHAM [10]. Greene reports, 
March, 1932, that the present owner of Brome Hall states that 
the MS. has disappeared.—See under page 546 [5], above. 


CHAPTER XV—THE PEARL POET; GOWER 


578 THE PEARL POET [1]. Oakden’s studies of the 
metre and the language lead him to assign Sir Gawayne and the 
Grene Knight, Pearl, Erkenwald, Purity, and Patience to the 
same author, who wrote in the North-West Midland. He sug- 
gests that the first three of these poems were written in the 
native dialect of the poet for local people, by command as » 
occasional pieces, by someone connected with John of Gaunt’s 
household and the castle at Clitheroe near the Ribble. Accept- 
ing Yorkshire as the home of the poems, Chapman proposes as 
author John de Erghome, an Augustinian friar of York, author 
of the Latin Prophecy of John of Bridlington, who died in 1390 
leaving a library that the Pearl Poet might well have used.

606 {1 2. Looten has pointed out the debates or disputes 
so frequent in Chaucer, and the use of terms, common in dia- 


lectics in medieval schools and universities. Naunin finds 
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Chaucer the first in Middle English to use devices of the rheto- 
ricians significantly ; that his use of rhetorical devices is essen- 
tial in his poems, and (differing with Manly) that this use 
appears in all periods of his work, some devices more in the 
later than the earlier pieces. 


608 LIFE [1]. 609 {2. Brook has discovered that 
Agnes Chaucer was daughter of Hamo de Copton’s brother 
James. 


609 { 3. An inventory of books in the almonry library 
attached to a will of Wm. de Ravenstone, Chaplain of St. Paul’s, 
suggests to Miss Rickert that Chaucer may have had access to 
these books as a boy, perhaps as a pupil at St. Paul’s School. 


610 2; 617 2. Langhans has proposed that the 
joint pension to Philippa and Chaucer of 1374 cancelled that 
to Philippa of 1372, that the marriage to Philippa (whose 
maiden name was Chaucer, and who may have been related to 
the poet) occurred in 1374, that the Geoffrey who was forester 
of North Petherton was not the poet but may have been the 
father of Thomas, and that the seal used by Thomas in 1409 
was not the poet’s. Krauss has refuted the arguments of 
Langhans, holding that Philippa was not a Chaucer, that the 
marriage occurred in or before 1366, that the poet and Thomas 
successively held the forestership, the former by appointment 
probably from Sir Peter Courtenay. Krauss’s study of the 
heraldic markings on Thomas’s tomb at Ewelme leads him to 
conclude that Thomas was the son of Philippa, but not of 
Geoffrey ; and he offers strong arguments that the father was 


John of Gaunt. 


612 { 1. Braddy has presented evidence that Chaucer’s 
missions in 1376 and 1377 were to participate in negotiations 
for the marriage of Richard, son of the Black Prince, to Marie 
of France; makes possible closer knowledge of Chaucer’s polit- 
ical associations of that period, particularly with Sir Richard 
Stury and Sir Guiscard d’ Angle; and suggests that the poet

Bush to suggest. that Chaucer and Lydgate drew the names 
from earlier lists. Miss Everett remarks that both poets can- 
not be proved not to have got the ‘Corinne’ direct from Ovid 


manuscripts. 


643 THE PARLEMENT OF FOULES [23]. Patrick 
urges that the satire is directed against not the lower classes, 
but courtly love and lovers. Langhans dismisses Brusendorff’s 
suggestion of influence of Smil of Pardubic. He proposes that 
the poem expresses Chaucer’s thoughts and feelings on his mar- 
riage in 1374. Braddy shows evidence that Chaucer’s missions 
to France in 1376 and 1377 were to participate in the negocia- 
tions for peace and for a marriage of Richard, son of the Black 
Prince, and Marie, daughter of Charles V, as in 1878 he was 
active in the negociations for the hand of her sister Isabel; that 
the Parlement was written in the spring of 1877 (the astrono- 
mical allusion at lines 117-18 fitting April) to celebrate the 
anticipated nuptials; that the first tercel eagle is Richard, the 
second is William of Bavaria, and the formel is Marie; that 
the incompleteness of the poem is due to the sudden death of 
Marie before May 380; and that, if the bird parliament is 
satirical, the satire is kindly and concerns the ‘Good Parlia- 
ment’ of 1876 and favors the royalist faction, the ‘tercelet of 
the faucon’ probably representing John of Gaunt. See page 
612 7 1, above. 
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650 THE TRANSLATION OF BOETHIUS [29]. 
Langhans assigns the date c. 1380. 


652 THE TREATISE ON THE ASTROLABE [80]. 
Langhans dates the piece 1391 or winter of 1392. 


653 THE HOUS OF FAME [381]. Meech shows that 
Chaucer probably made some use here of a Italian translation 
of the Heroides, perhaps by Filippo Ceffi. Miss Tuve notes 
points of resemblance between a picture in MS. Tiberius A VII 
f. 76 v of Lydgate’s translation of de Guilleville’s Pélerinage 
and details of the revolving house in Chaucer’s Book III. 
Meech concludes that all in the passage on Ariadne and Theseus 
could have been obtained from the Metamorphoses or the Juge- 
ment dou Roy de Navarre, and that there is no evidence of use 
here of the Ovide Moralisé or Boccaccio or the Italian of 
Filippo. 


660 TROILUS AND CRISEYDE [32]. Meech has 
shown that Chaucer made use of an Italian translation of the 
Heroides, perhaps by Filippo Ceffi. Curry rejects the view 
that the poem is to be interpreted from the Epilogue. He 
emphasizes the conception of tragedy in it as ‘far in advance 
of the usual medieval conception’, showing ‘common’ and ‘per- 
sonal’ Fortune affecting the personages and the failure of 
Troilus because he does not exercise free-will or control his 
destiny. Lewis believes that Chaucer’s modifications of Boc- 
caccio are largely due to a ‘process of medievalization’, which 
has added realness to the features, has given them more uni- 
versal appeal; to the treatment of the matter not as a story in 
itself, but as a part of the known Troy story; to the use of 
the devices of the rhetoricians; and to the presentation in 
action of the orthodox code of courtly love and to emphasis 
on its instructional element. Beatty and French have opposed 
Graydon’s method in his defense of Criseyde (see page 1287) 
and the validity of his inferences as to the characters of the 
hero and the heroine. 
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665 THE LEGEND OF GOOD WOMEN [383]. Shan- 
non suggests that Chaucer’s turning to a more popular form 
after T'roilus may be due to criticism at court of his attitude 
toward courtly love, and of his realism, in that poem. Meech 
has shown a considerable influence of an Italian translation of 
the Heroides, perhaps by Filippo Ceffi. He concludes that the 
Ariadne is indebted not only to the Metamorphoses and the 
Heroides, but also to the Ovide Moralisé, and somewhat to the 
Italian Heroides and to a gloss to the Metamorphoses.

678 ORDER OF THE FRAGMENTS [42]. From care- 
ful study of the features of all the extant MSS. Kase concludes 
that the Man of Law, Squire, Franklin tales were an archetypal 
sequence; that the D and E groups on the one hand and the G 
group on the other were written later, did not become attached 
to any particular section of the framework, and lay loosely 
among the poet’s papers; and that the insertion of these 
groups by various copyists at various points in the archetypal 
sequence accounts for the differences of arrangement of the 
tales in the MSS.—See under pages 679 [43], below; 742 [87], 
below; and 745 [89], below. 


679 THE MANUSCRIPTS [43]. The abstract of a 
thesis by Campbell based on the marginal glosses assisted by 
observation of the position of texts and links in the MSS., sug- 
gests that the glosses were not by Chaucer, and are not of value 
for the classification of the MSS., and that the arrangement of 
the tales is due not to Chaucer but to scribes according to two 
general plans.—See under pages 678 [42], above; 742 [87], 
below; and 745 [89], below. 
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690 THE GENERAL PROLOGUE [54]. Richardson 
suggests that the Clerk may have been Waulthier Diss or Dissy 
or Dysse, prayers for whose soul were endowed in 1391 by the 
will of Wm. Mowbray. 


692 THE KNIGHT’S TALE [55]. Hulbert has con- 
sidered the relative merits of Boccaccio’s and Chaucer’s ver- 
sions of the story, and the reasons for Chaucer’s changes— 
especially the equalization of merit of the lovers. Baker 
believes Chaucer meant Palamon to be regarded as the more 
worthy as a lover. Baum believes Chaucer was not serious, 
and that in such a story genuine characterization would be out 
of place. Curry argues that it was not from ignorance, but 
from choice not to enter on controversy as to the destination of 
Arcite’s soul, that Chaucer rejected Boccaccio and resorted to 
the philosophy of Boethius on the matter. 


696 THE REEVE’S TALE [57]. Miss Dempster argues 
that the tale is nearer to the Berlin MS. Hamilton 257 than to 
MS. Bern 354 of Le Meunier et les Deus Clers, though neither 
version can be the unique source. 


704 THE SHIPMAN’S TALE [63]. Spargo argues 
that the tale is not from the First Tale of the Eighth Day of 
the Decameron. After considering the various extant forms of 
‘The Lover's Gift Regained’, he judges ‘there is no a priori 
reason why the Shipman’s Tale should not have been taken over 
almost verbatim from an Old French fabliau.’ 


706 SIR THOPAS [65]. Miss Everett suggests that 
Chaucer named Ypotis (see page 425 [15]) among the 
romances because he had seen it in a manuscript along with a 
number of romances of the type which he ridicules, as occurs in 


the two MSS. Cott. Caligula A II and Ashmole 61. 


707 THE TALE OF MELIBEUS [66]. Langhans sur- 
prisingly dates the piece 1866-1372. 


712 THE NUN’S PRIEST’S TALE [68]. (1196) Koch 
opposes Hotson’s identification and dating. 
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715 THE PARDONER’S TALE [72]. Bushnell has 
presented similarities between the old man of the tale and the 
Wandering Jew. 


723 THE FRIAR’S TALE [75]. Malone opposes York- 
shire as scene of the tale. 


726 THE CLERK’S TALE [78]. Severs offers evidence 
from the MSS. that this tale had an Old French secondary 
source represented by MS. B. N. fr. 1165; and that the Old 


French version was not the Menagier. 


737 THE SECOND NUN’S PROLOGUE AND TALE 
[84]. ‘738, Tatlock maintains that the tale was probably 
based directly on the Legenda Aurea. He rejects the assump- 
tion of a version combining elements of the Legenda and the. 
Simeon version, arguing that Chaucer may well have done the 
combining himself. He finds crowns similar to Cecilia’s gar- 
lands in the *pseudo-Linus’. 


742 THE MANCIPLE’S PROLOGUE AND TALE [87]. 
Plessow dates the tale before 1383-84, and before the Confessio 
Amantis, and leaves Ovid’s fable of Apollo and Coronis as 
model. Root has urged that ‘Bobbe-up-and-down’ (H2) refers 
to Harbledown very near Canterbury, and that the Manciple’s 
tale was to be the first on the return journey. Manly has 
offered evidence to support this location. Work opposes this 
view. He suggests that the Host’s call for a second tale by 
the Cook was merely by way of humor, and Bailly and Chaucer 
really did not mean the Cook to tell a second tale at this point. 


745 THE PARSON’S TALE [89]. Langhans dates the 
tale 1858. Root has urged that this tale was to be the last on 
the return journey, and that the original MS. was tied up with 
the Manciple’s tale after Chaucer’s death. Manly has offered 
further indications that the tale was to close the homeward 
journey. Work opposes this location.
